LOSSES FROM WORMS 
Ou t of ev ery six hens that die 
th e death of one can be contribu ted 
to tapeworms. One loss ou t of 
11 
is du e to rou ndworms, one ou t of 
17 to capillaria worms, and one ou t 
of 30 to g izzard and other 
minor 
worms. These fig u res indicate that 
one ou t of ev ery three losses 
in 
pou ltry is cau sed by worms. Tape­ 
worms do the most damag e and are 
the easiest to control. Pou ltry can 
g et tapeworms only by eatnig 
in­ 
sects. 
The tapeworms are hatched 
from eg g s and the eg g s will hatch 
only in insects. If pou ltry is 
kept 
free of these worms du ring the sea­ 
son when insects are nu merou s, lit­ 
tle trou ble will be ex perienced from 
them du ring the rem ainder of 
the 
y ear, which represents a period 
of 
abou t six months. (This applies 
to 
tapeworms only .)

I am still of the same 
opinion. In fact, I have supported 
all pension legislation which had this 
for its purpose.
